a s h i n g t o n , A pril 9th.—Secretary No­ 
ble has directed the Attorney-General to 
institute suit against Ezra Porter for the 
purpose of setting aside a patent issued to 
him for certain iand in the San Francisco 
District, entered under the Act of June 3, 
187$. The land is claimed to be agricult­ 
ural and grazing land, and for this reason 
could not be entered under the Act of June 
3, 1878, which relates to the entry of tim ­ 
bered land. 
Secretary Noble has granted the applica­ 
tions of a num ber of settlers on unsuryeved 
public lands in California, Oregon and 
W ashington Territory for a survey of the 
lands on which they reside. The Secretary 
has directed that the United States Sur­ 
veyor-General shall invite proposals to sur­ 
vey this land at rates allowed by the Act of 
October 2, 18SS. 
Secretary Noble yesterday requested the 
Attorney-General to 
have 
a civil and 
criminal suit brought against George H. 
Emerson of H oquiam and Gus 8tratton of 
Aberdeen, W ashington Territory, for al­ 
leged unlaw ful cutting of timber! Special 
Tim ber Agent B yrne reports that during 
last year these parties cut and removed in 
section 16, township 17 north, range 8 west, 
some 146 spruce trees, valued at $5 per 
tree, which they made into piling and 
boom timber. 
Secretary Noble has affirmed the decis­ 
ion of the Commissioner of the General 
Land Office in rejecting the claims of the 
Northern Pacific 
Railroad Company to 
three quarter sfctions of land in the North 
Y akim a and W alla W alla land districts 
respectively. 
The land in question is cov­ 
ered by the several homestead entries of 
Maria L. Ferguson, W illiam Lindsay and 
W illiam J. Landis. 


H O R R IB L E T O R T U R E . 


H o w R o b b e rs in P e n n s y lv a n ia P e rs e c u te 
T h e ir V ictim s. 


B u t l e r (Pa.), A pril 9th.—Lewis P atter­ 
son, a prom inent and wealthy farmer liv­ 
ing near Centerville, was robbed last night 
by three masked m en. There was nobody 
in the honse at the time but he and his 
mother, who is 80 years old. The three 
m en called to Patterson to come out, and, 
upon his refusing to do so, burst in the 
door. Patterson felled the first m an to 
enter, with a poker, but the others over­ 
powered him . The robbers then tortured 
him by burning his face and feet to make 
him tell where he kept his money, but to 
no purpose, as Patterson insisted he had 
none w ith him . 
They then searched the honse, and after 
securing $43 in money and Patterson’s gold 
watch, departed, declaring if he moved un­ 
til they were gone one-half hour he would 
be shot dead. There is no positive clue to 
the desperadoes, but every eilort will be 
made to run them down. There is a firm . 
determination among the citizens to pre- J 
vent a series of Fayette county outrages 
from being perpetrated in this countv. 


was to determine w hether or not sorghum 
sugar could be successfully manufactured 
on a sm all scale. Professor Wiley says he 
does not see any favorable result coming 
front a two years’ trial at Rio Grande. 
Practical experiments carried on at Doug­ 
lass consisted in a thorough trial of the 
system of diffusion, (H ughes’ system), to 
test its fitness for working on a large scale. 
They were not a success, owing to the fail­ 
ure of the battery to work properly. The 
agricultural results, however, were of a 
most encouraging nature, showing that in 
that locality a crop of sorghnm-cane can he 
poT D , when with proper treatm ent it mav 
he expected to yield 80 or 90 pounds of 
sugar from a ton of pure cane. 
Professor W iley devotes 
considerable 
space to the presentation of points to be 
considered in building a factory. South­ 
ern and W estern Kansas possess the best 
soil and climate for sorghum raising, so far 
as is now know n. Indian Territory is 
destined to be the center of this industry. 
The expectation of establishing a success­ 
ful sorghum industry in the great maize 
fields of the country m ust now be definitely 
abandoned. 
In detail, the bulletin is very 
complete. It contains reports of the assist­ 
ants in charge of the experiment at the 
several stations, with the daily records of 
the results in tabulated form, the analyses 
of sugar beets grown in Kansas from seed 
furnished by Claus Spreckels, and the effect 
of the diffusion process upon the ex­ 
traction of sugar from sugar cane. The 
latest report on this subject showed that an 
average ot 194 pounds of sugar is made 
from a ton of cane.

It is feared that the entire crew 
was lost. 
The steamer Sue, which arrived this 
morning lrom the Potomac river, brought 
news of the severest storms ever known in 
Southern M aryland. 
Many vessels were 
sunk. All the fish traps were destroyed in 
the lower Potomac. 
There was also severe loss along the 
river front, and the land was submerged 
and in many places acres wasbed away. The 
w harf and store of the representatives of 
W. W illiamson, at 
Sleepy Hole, were 
washed 
away. 
Clerk 
W oodward 
was 
drowned. 
A very aged colored woman named Amy 
Jasper, who lived alone, was found on the 
floor of her hut, drowned. 
A ll the southern side of the harbor is 
lined with wreckage. 
Captain Elijah Benson and two sons, of 
Portsm outh, are reported capsized in an 
oyster sloop, in the Jam es 
river, and 
drowned.

C A R N E G IE 
ON T H E W A R -P A T H . 


H e S a v a g e ly A tta c k s th e P e n n s y lv a n ia

H a r r is b u r g 
(I’a.), April 9th — In a 
speech in the House of Representatives 
last night, Andrew Carnegie savagely at­ 
tacked the Pennsylvania Railroad Com­ 
pany, declaring that it was injuring busi­ 
ness, and depreciating the value of prop­ 
erty in large sections of Pennsylvania in 
order to hold its traffic monopoly. H e 
gave a history of how it killed the South 
Pennsylvania Railroad scheme. The road 
was to have been built. 
Vanderbilt sub­ 
scribed five millions, and Carnegie two and 
a half millions, but the Pennsylvania Com­ 
pany drove him to recede from the project 
by threatening to Injure his other railroad 
properties. This was when he was broken 
in health. 
Since his death, the President of the 
Vanderbilt managem ent bad agreed to join 
with Carnegie in the building of the 8outh 
Pennsylvania Road, but were driven out 
by the same threats. Carnegie advised the 
Legislature to take the m atter in hand and 
bring the Pennsylvania Company to term*. 


C A R R S IN C L O S U R E . 


A C o u rt W h ic h B e lie v e s T h e y S h o u ld b e 
S u p p re sse d . 


L it t l e 
R o ck (Ark.), April 9th.—The 
charge of United States Judge Caldwell to 
the Federal Grand Jury at the opening of 
Court this m orning consumed nearly two 
hours, and was devoted m ainly to the elec­ 
tion troubles in Conway county. 
H e 
spoke ot ' oe. evidence upon which several 
parties went bound over to the term of 
Court on charges with interfering with the 
Congressional election at Plum m erville on 
March 6th. and requested the jury to care­ 
fully consider the evidence and mete out 
justice to every offender. Referring to the 
Clayton assassination, in connection with 
such evidence as might be laid before them, 
the Judge read sections of the United States 
statutes showing the jurisdiction of the 
Federal Court in the premises. The charge 
throughout was an elaborate arraignm ent 
of all types of lawlessness, and especially 
of ballot-box stuffing and corrupt political 
methods generally. 


•John P . I ris h W rite s a L e tte r in C a rr's 
B e h a lf. 
W a sh in g to n, April 9th.—U nder date of 
March 21st, John P. Irish, of San F ran­ 
cisco, addressed a letter to Assistant Secre­ 
tary Busev, of the Interior Department, in 
behalf of Jesse D. Carr, against whom suits 
have been requested to be brought for ille­ 
gally fencing 52 060 acres of public land in 
Modoc county. 
Mr. Irish says that he 
called upon ex-Secretary Vilas just before 
the close of the last Adm inistration, and 
informed him that the fences were down at 
certain points so that people could enter 
upon the inclosed public land, and that 
seven miles of the lake front were accessi­ 
ble to the people for grazing herds in the 
neighborhood. 
Upon this statem ent, Vilas, Mr. Irish 
says, promised to recommend that suits be 
discontinued. 
Mr. Irish says he is not an 
attorney for Mr. Carr, but writes because 
he wishes to prevent useless litigation. 
Commissioner Stockslager, the General 
Land Officer, has replied to Mr. Irish's let­ 
ter, a copy of which has been furnished to 
Secretary Noble, in which he say s:

fuel—made an 
offer, through Paymaster Goldsborough, to 
supply A ustralian coal to the vessels at Sa­ 
moa at the low rate of ten dollars per ton. 
The firm could afford to do this, "as thev 
have ships plying between this city anti 
8ydney. 
This offer was referred to Com­ 
modore Schley, who is the head of the 
Equipm ent Bureau at W ashington, and 
was refused.

.Sir George Gray, an accepted authority 
upon the politics of the South Pacific, has 
expressed him self to the eflect that the 
T- nited States is the natural and certain 
peacem aker for all th at part of the globe, 
and that its obvious policy is to preserve 
to the island people their independence. 
Sir George G ray is sound in his views and 
prophetic 111 his forecast. 
If there is one 
tiling more than another that the signs of 
the times indicate, it Is th at the mission 
of this nation is to prevent encroachment 
by the powers of the other hemisphere 
Upon the rights and liberties of the people 
of our own hemisphere. 
Our policy must 
be to secure to neutrality all the Pacific 
ports possible— possession we care little 
about, we have territory enough, but the 
freedom of the ocean and the independ­ 
ence of the rem aining free islands and 
nations of this half of the earth is now 
aud will continue to be our concern. 
AVhile, as we have said, the United States 
does not covet any of the islands of the 
Pacific, its policy is to see to it that no 
other nation realizes any covetous desires 
they may entertain in that direction. 
Sir 
George concludes his prophecy in these 
“ >rds: 
“ It is clear th a t America aims at 
Í 
preservation of peace in the Pacific by 
annexing no countries to herself, and by 
driving toguaiantee independent govern­ 
ments to each. 
America eventually will 
become the leader of the Anglo-Saxon 
races, and will displace England from the 
-.osi.ion she now holds.” 
If Sir George 
has not read John Fiske’s splendid essay 
".pon the “ M anifest Destiny of the A m eri­ 
can N ation,” the expressions of the two 
men is, at least, a rem arkable example of 
coincidence.

T he G oddess Intrusts H er Scales to an 
U nskillful Modern Phiethon. 
Our new-born local weekly contempo­ 
rary, the Themis, has had tbe good wishes 
of the R ecord U nion, since it manifested a 
disposition at the outset to deal fairly, keep 
its columns clean, and to lend its aid to the 
cultivation of literary tastes and the encour­ 
agement of thoughtful reading. B ut Themis 
in its latest issue has given evidence of a 
sudden fall into slovenness, in its original 
columns, that it is charity to its amiable 
writers to ascribe to the admission to its 
editorial privileges of some element foreign 
to its office. The schoolmaster was cer­ 
tainly abroad from the Themis sanctum last 
Sunday, and just as surely a literary bull 
pranced among its china. How else shall 
we account for the clyconic results manifest 
iu its review of alleged literary irregu­ 
larities in the State series of text-books ? 
The goddess who is supposed to preside 
over the suggestive head line of Themis, 
would be justified in visiting severe con­ 
dem nation upon us should we be so unfair 
as to attribute to tbe “regular staff” of that 
[taper such a jagged sentence as this, for in­ 
stance : 
We have only been able to generalize, as 
space nor time' has not allowed special criti­ 
cism. 
It pales, however, before the next that 
treads upon its heels: 
But it is no unkind ness, no cynical fault-find­ 
ing with the compilers, that can be attributed 
to a just aud disinterested examination of those 
text-books that are placed before the pupils of 
the State for their tuition 
Themis owes it to its readers to take the 
kinks out of this rhetorical tangle. The 
lim it of life is too short to justify any other 
intelligence in essaying the task ; we can 
wish the writers upon our juvenile con­ 
tem porary nothing better that a mortal 
lease of sufficient length to enable them to 
accomplish it. W e trust that the inquiry 
may not be deemed im pertinent as to the 
coercive measures employed by the pren­ 
tice hand that compelled “ a pause ” to the 
performance described in this sentence : 
Aud just here a pause may be made to pay a 
just tribute to the mechanical work of all the 
series. 
But if we plead guilty to bypercriticism 
of error that may be chargeable in justice 
to the proof-reader, the scapegoat of many 
a literary sinner, it cannot be charged that 
it is captious to suggest, in response to the 
editorial inquiry in the next sentence, 
‘W hat will we say ?” that no one could 
have answered the conundrum , except the 
literary Cheap-John who propounded it, 
since he (possibly) knew. 
H ad the ques­ 
tion been 
“ W hat shall we say,” the 
world with propriety m ight have’ replied 
that “silence is golden.” It is not proposed 
to “ cite attention ” to all the china-smash­ 
ing by our contem porary's apprentice, but 
it is pardonable to call attention to the 
gram m atical fact that “ queries ” do not, 
except perhaps in the Themis office, “ fol­ 
lows.” 
We might pass over the rough hewing of 
the following sentence: “ Then four lines 
of verse are quoted, and the pupil asked 
who wrote those lines about Mr. Sm ith,” 
since it is clear that the pupil asked noth­ 
ing of the kind, but “ is ” asked by the au­ 
thor of the book Themis carves so merci­ 
lessly, concerning the identity of one of the 
tribe of Smith. 
Likewise charity may be 
invoked to sptead its m antle o v er'th e 
“ gaps ” and “ fills” in the rem aining lines 
of the paragraph—but not even the am ia­ 
bility that yielded the columns of original 
expression in Themis to a literary black­ 
sm ith would excuse omission of reference 
to this rem arkable sentence: “ B ut the 
compiler (in brackets) invites the pupil to 
see Cyclopedia.” W ho put the compiler 
into brackets? W hy not take him out? 
W hat was the poor fellow's offense? W hat 
was the m atter with the common jail ? 
Was the city prison full ? Or, is the refer­ 
ence to some sort of literary stocks where 
“ compilers ” are exposed to'view? 
This rapid review of the wreck under in­ 
spection would be too extended to enum er­ 
ate the “ nows ” that crowd and jostle one 
another in the rem aining lines of the para­ 
graph—one sentence only we quote, as an 
example of conciseness at the expense of 
completeness: 
Now here is a question in geography, and is 
entirely irrelevant and immaterial, and ha* 
“ nothing to do with the oase.” 
W e next come—and we hasten as rapidly 
as possible through the debris—to an in­ 
volved statement, which, if true, opens up 
to students of natural history, or some­ 
thing else, a most interesting field for re­ 
search : 
But sumóse the pupil is asked to find an­ 
swers to those Questions, or anv of them, and 
report next day, what is the result .- Some of 
th . in, who have parents or relatives who possess 
tue requi ite knowledge or know how to direct 
them to obtain the information, may be able to 
make a slight show in the class, etc." 
Since " p u p il” is used in the singular 
and “ questions” 
and “ answ ers” are 
plural, the conclusion is inevitable that the 
persona! pronoun refers to the latter, and 
we are thus enlightened by the information 
that “ questions ” and “ answers ” have pa­ 
rents and relatives, for which valuable eon- 
tribution to the sum of hum an knowledge 
the world has our weekly contemporary to 
thank. To be entirely* fair, however" it 
should be added that íater in the rem ark­ 
able criticism under notice there is some 
hazy reference to the “ parents of pupils ” 
who are “ able,” if not competent, to ren­ 
der the assistance referred to. 
Throughout the article “ pupil ” and 
“ scholar ” alternate without any regard to 
the destinctive meaning of the words. Such 
seutences as this, “ In almost each reading 
lesson where questions,” etc., and this, 
“ Does it not look like a catch question to 
stupefy the p u p il? ’ and this, “ Then the 
the compiler goes entirely out of the text 
to get a clincher.” are altogether too n u ­ 
merous to be catalogued here. W hen our 
literary contemporary farms out its col­ 
um ns to would-be reviewers, let it exercise 
such care that the public cannot discover 
with ease that there are pedagogues assum ­ 
ing ability to teach, who have not the ca­ 
pacity to write with perspicuity. They 
should not. at least, be liable to exposure 
similar to that which threw I’eter into a 
paroxysm of rage when his speech so far 
betrayed him that those standing about were 
warranted in declaring “ Thou art a Gali­ 
lean.“ 
Nor should those who undertake 
such labors as engaged the “ critic ’" of the 
Themis be so unpracticed as to invoke by 
thetr temerity the fate of Phc thon. who 
drove the chariot of the sun so unskillfully 
as to almost “ set tbe world on fire ” 
But 
the critic of the Themis is unlikely to bring 
about such a catastrophe.

As City A ttorney he managed the Main 
Lake sewer bonds litigation successfully, 
defended the city liquor license ordinance 
and the suit of Hawes vs. The City, which 
he won in the United States Supreme Court, 
where he was admitted. 
On November 7,1882, he was elected Sen­ 
ator from Alameda county. 
H is 
best 
known bills are the Vrooman Street Act, 
the Act for redem ption of land sold for de­ 
linquent taxes, the Act providing for the 
classifying of municipal corporations, the 
Act to provide an industrial departm ent 
for the Deaf and Dum b and Blind Asylnm, 
and the creation of a perm anent Code Com­ 
mission. 
In 1SS6 he was re-elected from the Seven­ 
teenth Senatorial District. Iu the session 
of 1888 he was the author of the University 
bill, and received the Republican compli­ 
m entary vote fcr United States Senator. 
V hen he got home he was given a public 
reception. 
D uring the last year he has been travel­ 
ing over the State seeking to benefit his 
health. 
A t the election last vear in Oakland he 
was defeated for the State Senate by W . E. 
Dargie, a rival Republican candidate, after 
a hot contest. 
Notwithstanding the heart disease from 
which he was suffering for years, he in ­ 
sisted on participating in exciting political 
struggles. Frequently when in the Senate 
his heart ailm ent overcame him . 
H e had 
to be carried from the chamber, aud several 
times it was thought he was a dead man. 
H is tenacity of life became a by-word with 
those who knew him . 
Mr. Yrocman was subject to fits, and pro­ 
vided him self with a strap to be strapped 
to his seat. W hen he felt a spell coming 
on he was strapped to his seat by his own 
orders. 
The funeral will take place at Oakland 
to-day.

Henrv Vrooman was born in Litchfield, 
Hillsdale county, Michigan, July 25, 1844. 
At the age of eight he accompanied his 
mother to Oregon, and after a short stay in 
Portland, located on a farm on the east 
bank of the W illam ette river, between Mil­ 
waukee and Oregon City, where he resided 
four years, attending * school at Forest 
Grove during -ix m onths of that time. 
In the m onth of October, 1S£6, be went 
to San Francisco, and lrom there went to 
Neal s ranch, on Bntte creek,Sutler county, 
where he went to work, being then twelve 
years old. 
' Afterward he drove a log team and 
herded cattle. In 1854 and tip to 1861 he 
worked near Marysville. 
In 1861 he was 
apprenticed to the blacksmith's trade at 
Shaw 's Flat for two years. He then moved 
to the town of Sonora, and was black- 
sm ithing there until 1865. In April, 1865, 
he moved to Tómales. Marin county, and 
continued the same business. Then he 
went to Bloomfieid and Lakeville, Sonoma 
county, where he was a blacksmith.

MRS. MURDOCK’S FIG Hr FOR HER 
HI’S HAND’S FROPERTY. 


An Instance of Protracted Litigation 
—The Last Decision Appealed to 
the Supreme Court. 


The above caption appeared over an ar­ 
ticle in the San Francisco Call of yesterday, 
purporting to give a history of the some 
vrhat fatuous suit of Mrs. Eleanor Mur­ 
dock, widow of Samuel Murdock, against 
the firm of Cox & Clarke, of this city. The 
article in question appears to have been 
written on information furnished by some 
one on the plaintifl’s side of the question! 
and seeks to convey the impression that 
the defendants had been for many years, 
and still were, oppressing a poor widow. 
The article starts out with the following 
declaration: 
Numerous as are the oases of protracted liti­ 
gation on the calendars of California Courts, 
there is hardly one which possesses such time- 
defying powers as that of Eleanor Murdock vs. 
Cox A Clarke. This cause has dragged wearily 
on for over twelve years, and apparently the 
end is now as fat away as when proceedings 
were first instituted. There is a very wide di­ 
vergence between the financial status of the 
plamtifi and that of the defendants. Messrs. 
Cox A Clarke are well-known capitalists, own­ 
ing ranches and stock farms ail through the 
northern part of the country. The plaintiff is a 
widow with two children. Though the decis­ 
ion of two Judges have confirmed her claims to 
an estate worth now 5100.000, site resides in a 
small room down on Fourth street, and only 
earns enough to keep her alive by cloak-mak­ 
ing. 
Then follows a history of the alleged 
facts in the case, which is lacking—accord­ 
ing lo the statement of the defendants—in 
many essentials of truth. For instance, it 
is stated that Murdock, in 1875, borrowed 
some $17,000 from Cox & Clarke on about 
5,000 acres of land and 1,500 head of cattle 
in Big Valley, Lassen county, agreeing to 
pay the same in one year, with 11 per cent, 
interest, and that "finding that he was 
only getting deeper into difficulties, he 
invited his two creditors to handle the es­ 
tate themselves, and after earning the 
money due to them from its resources to 
return the ranches to his family. This 
they agreed to. Murdock, who was in bad 
health when he entered into the agreement, 
died in December of the same year without 
leaving a will.” 
BEFOEE THE COURTS. 
The article quoted from then states that 
the widow of Murdock commenced pro­ 
ceedings against Cox & Clarke before Judge 
Clough of Lassen county, for possession of 
the estate. The defendants claimed that 
they had not received back their principal, 
although they had occupied the land and 
had sold the produce therefrom, as the ex­ 
penses had swallowed up the bulk of the 
proceeds. The decision was in Mrs. Mur­ 
dock's favor, and Judge Clough signed a 
decree ordering the defendants to quit the 
land on obtaining a payment of $5.600. 
Cox & Clarke appealed to the Supreme 
Court and obtained an order for a new trial. 
Judge Handley of Oroville heard it next, 
and in the autumn of 1884 he entered a 
decision also in favor of Mrs. Murdock. 
His decision was filed just at the end of his 
term. His successor in office, the late 
Judge Freer, was incapacitated from hear­ 
ing it. 
ANOTHER TRIAL. 
The defendants filed a very lengthy bill 
of exceptions to Judge Hundley's rulings, 
and these were submitted to Judge Keyser 
of Yuba county, who ordered a new trial. 
The whole ground was gone over again, 
and after another long delay Judge Keyser 
entered a decision, ordering the estate" re­ 
stored to her on payment of $29,752. This 
was rendered in February last, and as a 
matter of course, so far as Mrs. Murdock is 
concerned, places the case back at its orig­ 
inal starting point. Mrs. Murdock intends 
to appeal to the Supreme Court, and has 
already instructed her attorney to prepare 
the necessary papers. 
A STATEMENT BY ME. COX. 
A representative of the K ecop.d-U n io n 
called on Mr. Cox yesterday afternoon and 
asked him if the statements and conclu­ 
sions contained in the article were correct. 
.Jr. Cox read it through carefully and said: 
_“Xo, it is not correct—far from it. It 
gives only one side of the case, and some­ 
body has imposed on the Call, for many of 
the facts as to the basis of the suit are mis­ 
stated and others omitted.” 
Reporter—"IVould you like to make a 
statement yourself regarding the case ?” 
Mr. Cox—"Yes, a brief one. This arti­ 
cle before me makes us appear like op­ 
pressors of a poor widow, when in fact we 
are only seeking to get back good money 
that was paid out to help a man out of 
trouble. Sit down and 1 will give you a 
few of the facts. 
"In the first place this money was not 
lent by us as a speculation. Sani Murdock 
was a personal friend of myself and Mr. 
Clarke, and we put ourselves out to do him 
a good turn, and we did it, too. You see, 
Murdock owned a ranch away over in the 
wilds of Lassen county, and as it could not 
be made to pay he ran heavilv in debt, and 
was about to be closed out. So he came to 
Sacramento—in 1875, 1 believe it was—ac­ 
companied by ‘Sandy’ Parker, to whom 
he owed $8,500, and wanted us to lend him 
the money with which to pay it, offering 
to give us title to the ranch to secure its re­ 
payment. We let him have the money. 
Some six weeks Ister he came down again 
and wanted $5.000 more. He said he was 
attached, and unless he could get this ad­ 
ditional sum of $5,000 he would lose every­ 
thing. 
" We concluded that unless we did some­ 
thing in the matter Murdock would lose 
his ranch, so I arranged to go up there and 
see how matters stood. We agreed, how­ 
ever. to let him have the money, but on 
certain conditions. tVe demanded that 
John Stanton—whom everybody knew to 
be an honest man and a capable and eco­ 
nomical manager—should be allowed to go 
on the ranch and run it at a salary of $75 
per month, and that he should have the 
assistance of Murdock. All the produce of 
the place was to go toward paying the prin­ 
cipal and interest due us. Well, I went to 
Shasta, and found that he was 
ATTACHED FOB $13,000. 
1 asked him how he expected to pay off 
that sum with $5,000, ana he vaguely re­ 
plied that he thought he could fix things 
up for that sum. I saw some of the Shasta 
creditors, and then went down to Red 
Bluff to see others who had claims for sev­ 
eral thousand dollars against Murdock. I 
told them that 1 was a friend of Murdock, 
and had come there to help him out of his 
trouble. If nothing could be done to effect 
a settlement of his indebtedness for less 
than the full amount I would go back to 
Sacramento, throw him into bankruptcy, 
and take my chances with the rest ot the 
creditors. 
" To be brief. I finally effected a settle­ 
ment between Murdock and his creditors 
for $S,300, and saved him upward of $4,000. 
Stanton was placad in charge of the rauch, 
as stated, Murdock declaring that he could 
pay off the debt in a year or so. He did 
not do it, however, nor could he, as he had 
no facilities for paying off anything. In­ 
stead of there being 1,500 head of cattle on 
the place, there were just 050; and in that 
cold climate cattle do not thrive and breed 
as well as in this locality. Well, Stanton 
ran the place as closely as any man could 
run it; the stock was sold from time to 
time to the best 
possible advant­ 
age — just 
as 
our own 
was 
sold 
— and 
all 
the 
proceeds credited 
up to the ranch. Still it ran behind, and 
always has. It we were anxious to lend 
our money we could put it out here as fast 
as we got it, on good security, instead of up 
there. And. as a matter of fact, the prop­ 
erty was not worth the sum advuuced on it 
then. We were to get 11 per cent, interest, 
it is true, but that was not a high rate for 
that section, and a loan could not be 
effected on the same property to-day at a 
less fignre.” 
" No,” concluded Mr. Cox, “ we are not 
oppressing anybodv. We put good money 
into that rancb to help a man who was in 
trouble, and all we want is to get it out 
again. We don't want the ranch, but we 
do want our money. Moreover, Mrs. Mur­ 
dock would get little or no benefit out of 
the property, if decreed to her, as her bus 
band left other heavy debts—among them 
one of $5.000 to an aunt in Marysville. We 
have a man there now—a Mr. Snell—who 
is running the place as economically as 
possible, and yet the place is not profit­ 
able." 
_ _ 
Important Property Sale. 
A voluminous document has heen filed 
the Recorder's office, transferring to the 
Central Street Railway Company all the 
land and improvements of the Oak Park 
Association. The price paid is put down 
at $26,400. The railway company assumes 
all the debts and liabilities of the Oak Park 
Association, and will manage the affairs 
thereof in the future. 


Grand Council of the Chosen Friends— 
Various Notes of Interest. 
E. R. Tiel and J. G. Glover, of Friend­ 
ship Council, No. 65, and Charles H. Denton 
and John Skelton, of Sacramento Council, 
No. 96, are local representatives at the 
Grand Council of Chosen Friends, which 
met in San Francisco yesterday. The re­ 
ports show th8t during the year eighteen 
new councils have been instituted, making 
the number of subordinate councils now 
in existence in this jurisdiction as 157,153 
of which are located in this State and the 
remaining four in Nevada. 
The total 
membership in this jurisdiction at present 
is given at 8,500 persons, of both sexes, in 
good standing. Since the order has been 
established on this coast a grand total of 
$293,000 has been paid in benefits. 
This year Grand Master Young, of the 
United Order of Wrorkmen, assisted by 
Grand Foreman Adams and Grand Over­ 
seer Flint, proposes to raise the member­ 
ship in this jurisdiction to 20,000. At pres­ 
ent it ranks fourth in the Union, with 
about 17,000. 
R. H. WTarfield, G. D„ of the Knights of 
Honor, has appointed the following Dis­ 
trict Deputies to serve this year: Sacra­ 
mento county, C. Tietjen; San Joacjuin 
county, L. H. Lang: Yuba county, \ . L. 
Eamshields; Butte county, William Proud, 
Chico, Ed. Higgins, Oroville; Colusa 
county, J. H. Pope. 
The Grand Lodge of Knight s of Pythias 
is holding its twenty-first annual Conven­ 
tion at Fresno. A good attendance is as­ 
sured, and the people of Fresno guarantee 
their visitors every hospitality. It is pos­ 
sible that the session may prove to be an 
mportant one. 
HEISEN AND WALLIS. 
A W arrant-Shaver Turning the Screws 
Upon the State Librarian. 
A temporary injunction has been issued 
by Judge Van Fleet, at the instance of 
Charles Heisen, restraining State Librarian 
Wallis from drawing his salary warrants on 
the State Treasury (including that for last 
month) up to April, 1S90, which date will 
terminate his present official services. 
Heisen states in his complaint that Wallis 
is insolvent and owes various sums of 
money, and that he (Heisen) has been 
holding the Librarian’s power of attorney 
to draw the latter’s salary warrants, in 
order to prevent him from being harrassed 
by other creditors, and that he has supplied 
Wallis with money at divers times, until 
now the latter is indebted to him in the 
sum of $1,600. 
Heisen further states that Wallis has un­ 
dertaken to prevent the State Controller 
from delivering his salary warrants to com­ 
plainant, notwithstanding the latter’s 
power of attorney, and this suit is brought 
to enforce what he (Heiser believes to be 
his legal rights in the pnj’Aises. 
In an interview with a ’(-representative of 
the Bee, Wallis uses very strong language 
in characterizing the "action of Heisen, 
whom he accuses of a crime of no less 
magnitude than felony—namely, the forg­ 
ery of the power of attorney. He further­ 
more denies that he owes Heisen any such 
sum as the latter claims, and says that but 
a small balance as interest remains unpaid, 
Heisen having drawn the principal and 
$500 more. 
FELL AMONG THIEVES. 
A Tolo Granger Comes to Grief in His 
Search for the Elephant. 
On Monday Chris. Boll, an honest 
granger of Woodland, came to this city for 
a vacation, and during the evening took a 
stroll in the vicinity of Second and L 
streets, with disastrous results, for he was 
waylaid by two men and robbed. On yes­ 
terday, at the police station, he said that it 
was between the hours of 9 and 10 o'clock 
on Monday evening, and he was walking 
along the south side of L street, between 
Second and Third. He noticed two men 
come across the street, and one of them 
tried to open the door of a honse. When 
he was opposite where the man stood the 
latter approached him with the remark, 
" What do you know ?” and before he had 
time to tell him all the wonders he had 
seen in the capital city in his search for the 
elephant, he was felled to the ground by a 
terrific blow on the right temple. 
When he came to his senses he found 
that his silver watch and ten dollars in 
gold, all he had, had vanished, and he 
found his way with difficulty to the police 
station, where he recited his story. He says 
one of the men was a tall, strapping fel­ 
low, and the other quite small. The un­ 
lucky man intends to get back to his home 
as soon as he can rake enough money to­ 
gether. 
CENTRAL STREET RAILWAY. 
The New Cars to Arrive Next W eek—Pro­ 
gress of the Doable Track. 
The rails on the double track of the J- 
street railroad are now laid as far as Sev­ 
enth street, and the cobbles replaced to 
Fifth street. The company expects its new 
cars here by a week from Saturday next— 
five in number—and to have everything in 
running order by that time. The" cars are 
built after the pattern of the one that was 
awarded the first premium at the New Or­ 
leans Exposition, and are said to be very 
fine. The seats are placed the same as in 
passenger coaches on steam railroads, with 
an aisle through the center. 
The company has had tour turn-outs or 
switches put in beyond Eleventh and J 
streets, and its car-house, stables, etc., at 
Oak Park, will be completed by the time 
the new coaches arrive. Mr. Lewis stated 
to a R ecord-Union reporter yesterday that 
the company is sparing no pains to place 
the road in condition to render first-class 
service to the public. The new horse cars 
are large and comfortable, and each will be 
drawn by two horses. The electric car will 
continue to run, in conjunction with the 
others. 
A SERIOUS CHARGE. 
W. P. Harlow Accused of Obtaining 
Property by Fraudulent Means. 
A complaint has been filed in Justice 
Devine's Court wherein the plaintiff, 
Martha E. Smith, has charged W. P. Har­ 
low with obtaining property under false 
pretenses. Harlow has been arrested on 
the charge, which will be heard by Justice 
Devine tnis morning at 10 o’clock. 
The complainant alleges that in Febru­ 
ary last Harlow fraudulently, willfully and 
designedly represented to her that he was the 
ownei of 80 acres of land near Rocklin,Placer 
county, adjoining the vineyard of E. L. 
HawK, and that it was worth $2,400. This 
property he offered to deed to the com­ 
plainant in exchange for certain real prop­ 
erty owned by her in El Dorado county. 
In accordance therewith, the complain­ 
ant alleges, she executed a conveyance of 
her property to Harlow, although, as she 
now declares, Harlow is not and never has 
been the owner of the land in Placer 
county, as represented by him. 
Temperature and W eather. 
The highest and lowest Signal Service 
temperature yesterday was (’4° and 53°, 
while the maximum and minimum tem­ 
perature on the 9üi of April, 1888, was 76° 
and 46°. 
The barometer was stead vat 29.80 inches 
yesterday, with fresh, southerly winds. No 
rain has fallen north of this State. The 
storm, if there be one approaching, is con­ 
fined to California, and may be coming to 
onr shores from the ocean from a south- 
westeily direction and traveling in a north­ 
easterly one. At least such seems to be the 
facts as judged from the barometrical con­ 
dition of the atmosphere of the Pacific 
siope as late as 5 p. m . yesterday.

"There are 130 more teachers now in Los 
Angeles county than there were at the In­ 
stitute two years ago.

T h e y H a v e N o C ae fo r D e m o c ra ts in th e 
P e n sio n D e p a rtm e n t. 
W a sh in g to n, April Oth—Secretary No­ 
ble is annoyed by the statements that he is 
not in accord with the Commissioner of 
Pensions Corporal Tanner, respecting the 
removal of Democrats from otlice in that 
bureau. He said: “ When 1 issued the 
order requesting the heads of bureaus to 
ürs: submit their demands for resignation 
to me, I had in view all bureaus. Commis- 
'iiozzer Tanner's ideas about this matter are 
not one whit more radical than mine. He 
is an able and excellent officer, and I am 
thoroughly in accord with him, even in the 
matter of making removals of incompetent 
or inefficient Democrats and the selection 
of Republicans. Neither of us makes a 
secret of the fact that in reorganizing the 
Pension office and the entire Interior De­ 
partment. Republicans are to be preferred 
tust as far as possible, in order that the good 
of the service is not overlooked. We want 
the best possible service, and in getting it 
we intend to favor Republicans. That or­ 
der was intended to apply to all branches 
of the service which 1 control." 
The Secretary says that whenever the 
service can be benefited by making a 
change, by discharging a Democrat and ap­ 
pointing a Republican, it will be doDe, but 
he declines to say anything about the de­ 
tails of this policy. He said that the an­ 
nouncement that he said that 151 special 
examiners in the Pension Ofiice were to be 
discharged in a couple ot months was un­ 
true, and that he never said anything of 
the son. 
“As to Commissioner Tanner, in particu­ 
lar,” said Secretary Noble, "so tar as 1 see 
now I do not intend to interpose any ob- 
.'ectioh to the institution of any policy he 
may desire.” Secretary Noble denies the 
interviews which make him say that large 
numbers of Democrats are to be discharged 
from the Pension Office and replaced by 
Republicans, though he says, “ Whenever 
an inefficient Democrat is replaced it will 
be by a Republican." 
The Secretary, during his talk, laid stress 
on the word “ inefficient," and denied that 
there bad been any “ turn the rascal o u t” 
or any other particular policy inaugu­ 
rated. 


T H E C O N T R A C T L A B O R L A W . 


A sw iaa E m b r o id e r e r N o t A llo w ed to 
L a n d a t N ew Y o rk . 
WASEiisoTON, April 9lh.— Secretary Win- 
dom has sustained the action of the Col­ 
lector of Customs at New York in refusing 
to allow a Swiss immigrant named Flaig 
to land, and as a consequence he will be 
sent home at the expense of the vessel 
whi h brought him over. It appears that 
Flaig came to this country in response to 
an advertisement inserted in a Swiss news­ 
paper by George Baul, of Arascho, at the 
instance of H. Borneman, of the Newark 
Embroidering Works. It was shown that 
Flaig paid his own passage money, and 
had no contract with the Newark Com­ 
an y. 
He, however, brought a letter from 
aum to Borneman, saying he had en­ 
gaged him as embroiderer. He also ad­ 
mitted he had made up his mind six 
months ago to come to America, and had 
availed himself of the present opportunity 
to secure work in advance. The Collector 
held that Flaig was prohibited from land­ 
ing by the provisions of the contract labor 
law.

O n e E s ta b lis h e d in E v e ry S ta te in th e 
U nion. 
W ashington, April 9th.—Secretary Rusk 
has issued a pamphlet giving a history of 
the agricultural experiment stations which 
have been established under the recent law 
of CoDgress and are now conducting scien­ 
tific and practical experiments in regard to 
soil, tillage, manufactures, crops, stock- 
feediDg, dairying and horticulture in the 
various States. 
All of the States and one Territory— 
Dakota—cow have agricultural experiment 
stations. The total number of stations 
now in operation is 40, and, including 
branch stations, nearly 60. They employ 
more than 370 scientists and agriculturists, 
and will this year receive $595,000 from 
the National Government and about $125,­ 
000 from the States and otner sources. The 
most cordial feeling is said to exist be­ 
tween the stations and the Department of 
A g ricu ltu re, which is charged by Congress 
w ith th e duty of supervising and aiding 
the work of the stations.
